First, each fraternity is a self-governing unit which provides its 
members learning experiences in managing business and social affairs. 
Much important experience can be derived in this area. 

Second, members of fraternities have an opportunity to become 
associated in groups that are compact in size. Many students feel a 
need for this type of association. 

Third, fraternities provide social activities and outlets which can 
play a positive role in their members’ lives. In this area excesses are 
possible, but only if the fraternity fails to live up to its published 
ideals. 

Finally, many fraternities encourage academic excellence. As you 
may know, the first Greek letter society, Phi Beta Kappa, was and 
is dedicated to the highest in scholarly endeavor. All fraternities are 
imbued with principles of scholarly achievement; some fraternities 
put these ideals into practice. I urge you to be most careful to 
determine if the particular fraternity you feel you will want to join 
is concerned about the first obligation of each student—his academic 
career. 

On this campus it is not at all necessary for a man to become a 
Greek in order to make a significant and lasting contribution in the 
area of University leadership. Many of our leaders come from the 
fraternities; indeed, this is one of the major contributions which fra- 
ternity men make to the University. But, as I have said, membership 
in a Greek letter society is by no means a must.

The Qnterfraternity Council .. . 


Meeting every Monday night under the guidance of President 
Frank Martin, the Interfraternity Council meets to decide im- 
portant issues connected with the Greeks. The legislative body 
itself is divided into the Rush, Entertainment, Greek Week, and 
Service Committees to formulate policies to bring before the 
Council. 


The Judicial Branch of the Council is the 
Interfraternity Court under the leadership of 
Jeff Parker. Elected from the body of the 
Council, members of the Court impose penal- 
ties mainly for social and rushing infractions. 
With deferred rush the role of the Court has 
grown considerably in its attempt to protect 
rushees and fraternities during the first semes- 


ter. 


-.. And Qte Functions 


Over them all, fraternities and 
sororities, is the Faculty Committee 
under Dr. Herbert Bodman. This com- 
mittee provides a direct link between 
the Interfraternity Council and the 
administration. All in all, however, the 
Interfraternity Council is a_ self-gov- 
erning, student organization, and the 
primary purpose of this committee is 
an advisory one. 


Another facet of the Greek life is 
one which provides the most competi- 
tion—intramurals. Organized in every 
sport imaginable, intramural sports 
pit houses against each other in a 
series of playoffs. The greatest rivalry 
is generally found in football, basket- 
ball, and softball. Here again one 
finds a method for betterment through 
keen competition. 


Athletically ... 


The fraternity system works not only for it- 
self but also for its community. Foremost in 
its service is the work done by the pledge classes 
during Greek Week. At this time the pledges 
work for an afternoon in churches or civic 
organizations. Not only do the pledges partici- 
pate, but also the Activities Committee of the 
Interfraternity Council plans community action 
for the brothers in the house. Last year the 
houses cleaned up the four approaches to 
Chapel Hill. Each house, in addition, plans its 
Own service actions, especially during the 
Christmas season with trips to hospitals, homes, 
and orphanages. Thus, fraternities work not 
only for themselves but also for the community 
in which they live, and in this manner they 
make a significant contribution to Chapel Hill.

Decalogue 


What then, after all is said and done, is a fraternity? We think that these ten items sum up fraternities 
well. 


I THAT a fraternity is a group of men bonded together for their mutual enjoyment to raise a 
spirit of brotherhood and fraternal pride. 


II THAT a fraternity is so dedicated as to provide for the scholastic achievement of its members 
and to better themselves through attainment of ever higher goals. 


III THAT these men wish to better themselves no less in the physical aspects than in the mental 
aspect; these men compete in intramurals for the determination of a winner. 


IV THAT a fraternity is designed also to be of service to the community in many and various ways. 
V THAT these men have come together for social enjoyment to provide for their relaxation. 


VI THAT these fraternities both independently and collectively provide for their self-government 
and maintenance. 


VII THAT there does exist among these various fraternities a spirit known as competition whereby 
each fraternity betters itself. 


VIII THAT these fraternities provide a majority of leaders in the University committee whereby lead- 
ership rests on fraternities. 


IX THAT these University leaders will become leaders of their respective communities because of 
their inherent fraternal qualities. 


X THAT, finally, each fraternal group is bound together by a certain inexplicable bond which 
shall exist for life. 


This then is the Greek diamond. 
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
